2. Novelty and Inventive Step 

Hie subject matter of claims 1-13 of the present invention relates to a high power lithium unit ceU and a high 
power lithium battery pack, comprising: a rectangular anode coUector; a rectangular cathode collector; a 
separator fihn; an anode terminal connected to an anode plate connecting part which protrudes from either of 
two long sides of four sides of the rectangular anode plate; an cathode termmal connected to an cathode plate 
connecting part which protrudes from either of two long sides of four sides of the rectangular anode plate. 

Document Dl relates to the lithium secondary battery of the plate shape including the electrode assembly 
which freely can diversify the location of the cathode terminal and anode terminal. 

Document D2 relates to the Uthium secondary battery including the electrode structure in which the anode 
plate and negative plate take turns, and in which the tap of the anode plate is overlapped with the anode 
plate, and which the tap of the negative plate is overlapped with the negative plate. 

Document D3 relates to a Li polymer secondary cell which is provided in order to enhance the reliability in 
production and manipulation by improving the arrangement structure of anode and cathode terminals 
electrically connected to an external circuit. The anode is arranged at different side from the cathode tap. The 
taps are welded to an anode terminal and a cathode terminal to be connected with an external chrcuit.

None of the documents D1-D3 disclose a high power lithium unit cell and a high power lithium battery pack, 
comprising: an anode terminal connected to an anode plate connecting part which protrudes from either of two 
long sides of four sides of the rectangular anode plate; an cathode terminal connected to an cathode plate 
connecting part which protrudes from either of two long sides of four sides of the rectangular anode plate. 

Therefore, the subject matter of claims 1--13 is considered to be novel and to involve an inventive step under 
PCT Article 33(2)-33(3).
